No, my dear 
parishiouers, | have not abandoned the 
religion of the Lord Jesus; | have ouly 
roected human ordinances; | have 
ovly united myself more ciosely to the 
Saviour, expecting henceforth my sal 
vation from him alone. and not from tiie 
absolution of my feliow creatures, nor 
from any works of righteousness that | 
have done + * Neither ts there salvation 
‘in any other name,’ &c. Acts iv. 12. 
Having said thus much [leave my jus 
tification toa gracious Providence, and 
proceed to speak to you of the Gospel 
of Christ. and to exhort you to seek 
that righteousness which the world 
does not know, because it is held cap- 
tive by its present interests and sinful 
pleasures.

Three years later, 
when the obstructions in England had 
been removed by an Act of Parliament, 
the Rev. Dr. White, of Pennsylvania, 
and the Rev. Samuel Provost, of New- 
York, both of whom had been ordained 
in England, were consecrated at Lam- 
beth, by the Archbishop of Canterbu- 
ry; and in 1790, the Rev. Dr. Madison, 
of Virginia, was also consecrated, by 
the same authority. Bishop White is 
now the only survivor of those who re. 
ceived their consecration in England, 
and the remaining nine American bish- 
ops have all been consecrated by him. 

The number of organized Episcopal 
congregations in the States falls but lit- 
tle short of six hundred; while the cler- 
gymen engaged in actual parochial du- 
ty do not, at present, exceed half that 
number. 

In the range of States to the west- 
Alleghany Mountains, 
whose population is already computed 
by millions, a large portion of whom 
are attached from principie to the forms 
of this church, it is a melancholy fact, 
that but fourteen Episcopa’ clergymen 
are employed! Nor ts there the least 
prospect of their receiving a supply for 
years to come, unless a more adequate 
provision is made for the education 
of ministers. —Wneaton. 


From the Family Visitor. 
REV. JOHN SMITH. 


Our readers are acquainted with the 
general fact, that in consequence of an 
insurrection of the blacks in Demarara, 
Mr. Smith, a missionary of the London 
Missionary Society, was arrested, con- 
demned bv a court martial, recom- 
mended to mercy, and pardoned by 
the British government, but expired in 
prison before the news of his pardon 
was received, and that his death was 
probably hastened if not caused by the 
unjust and cruel treatment he received. 

Mr. Smith laboured chiefly among 
the slaves, and succeeded in planting a 
church among them. His congrega 
tion at Le Souvenier contained 800 
persons ; of whom 203 were communi- 
cants. All thiugs seemed to prosper 
until August, 1823, when an insurrec- 
tion broke out among the slaves, which 
fora time wore an alarming aspect. 
The causes of this revolt are said to be 
various. In addition to those which 
always exist in such a state of society, 
the slaves obtained information that 
some instructions had been sent out by 
government in their favour. Mrs. 
Smith in a letter, says, ‘ This informa- 
tion originated with the Governor him- 
self. It seems he conversed freely 
with gentlemen on the subject in the 
hearing of one of his servants, who im- 
mediately communicated it to the son 
of one of ourdeacons. They received 
an idea that they were to be made free, 
either in whole or in part. From all 
we have learned, the latter notion was 
most general. Hearing nothing of the 
affair from the authorities, on the 18th 
of August they revolted.’ 

It appeared from evidence given on 
Mr. Smith’s trial, that the plot was laid 
by two negroes; of whom one was a 
boat captain, and attended at the Chap- 
el once or twice a year ; the other was 
a son of oné of the deacons, a dissolute 
young man and irregular in his attend. 
ance at the Chapel.’ It is true, that 
many who attended on Mr. Smith’s 
preaching, were engaged in the insur- 
rection. But this shouldbe consider- 
ed as a natural consequerite of the in- 
formation above meuationed, being first 
communicated to the slaves on the 
plantation adjoining the one on which 
the Chapel stood. Many, of course.

put in close confinement, and tried by 
a Court Martial, which convened on 
the 28th of October, and continued by 
adjournment till the 24th of Novem. 
ber. Afier a confinement of three 
months, and a protracted trial of one 
month, during which the place was 
kept under martial law, he was COn- 
demned by the court, and his sentence 
approved by the Governor of the Co}. 
ony. Being recommended to mere 
by the court, his case was referred tg 
the king, who pardoned him, on condi. 
tion that he should forever quit the 
British possessions in America, He 
died, however, in the jail at Deme. 
rara, where he had been confined from 
the 26th of November to the 9th of 
February, before the news of his par. 
don and the instructions of the Direc. 
tors reached him. 

Some idea of the inhuman treatment 
he received, may be obtained from the 
following statement of the Directors ; 

“The papers of Mr. Smith were 
seized, and his private journal—the 
record of those feelings of the heart 
which were never divulged to any man, 
nor intended to be—was ransacked, to 
find matter of public accusation ; and 
nearly twenty of such extracts are cited 
in support of the charges alleged against 
him—conversations held at distant pe. 
riods and places—acts which by the 
exercise of a prejudiced ingenuity on. 
ly, could be made to bear on the ques. 
tion—passages of Scripture read by 
him—and texts preached from, in the 
course of his public ministry, were all 
tortured to support the imputations so 
derived ; the evidence of Negroes, 
taken through the medium of an inter. 
preter, which would not have beenad- 
mitted in a civil court, on an action for 
any trifling offence, or for property— 
hearsay evidence admitted and requir. 
ed against the prisoner, but perempto- 
rily and deliberately refused,sin a crit 
ical part of his defence, when resorted 
to in his favour, formed the main sup- 
port of the charges ; with other incon- 
gruities of procedure open to the legal 
eye. 

** Add to which, the extreme length 
of the trial, during which the witnesses 
and judges were open to the influence 
of a community heated by the most vi- 
olent prejudices, and kept in a constant 
state of excitement by the effusions of a 
press by no means disposed to impar 
tality and moderation.”

A new ministers’ meeting, denominated 
the ‘ Pastoral Association,’ was organized 
in Boston, on Thursday of Election week. 
It ‘ consists of the Evangelical or Orthodox 
Congregational Ministers of Massachu- 
setts,’ and such * Evangelical clergymen 
of other denominations, and from other 
states, as may be admitted by special vote.”

Paris.—-There appears to have been no lit- 
tle eXcitement in France on the subject of ap- 
prebended eneroachments by the Ministry on 
the powers of the Chambers. They are charg-
